APPROVAL OF THE MINUTES 


The President called for approval of the minutes of the regular 
meeting of April 14, 1989, as distributed. Professor Fox asked that a 
typographical error be corrected by changing the first word "Nothing" 
to "Noting" in the second sentence of the first paragraph under BRIEF 
STATEMENTS on Page 5 of the minutes. The minutes, as amended, were 
then approved. 

INTRODUCTION OF RESOLUTIONS 

No resolutions were introduced. 

REPORT BY SENATE MEMBERS OF THE BUDGET ADVISORY TEAM: PROFESS OR SUSAN 

J. TOLCHIN AND PROFESSOR ARTHUR D. KIRSCH 

Professor Tolchin complimented the Chairman and members of the 
Budget Advisory Team and the President for initiating this process 
at the University because she thought it was an indication that the 
administration was serious about opening up areas of information that 
the faculty and staff had not really been a party to in the past. In 
order that this level of' participation and power involving the faculty 
and staff be continued and not become an illusion. Professor Tolchin 
said that Professor Kirsch and she had several recommendations for 
continuing the Budget Advisory Team and for institutionalizing some of 
the good steps that have been taken this year. She then deferred to 
Professor Kirsch. 
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Professor Kirsch said that it would be very helpful to Senate 
Committees to share the data of the Budget Advisory Team. He 
therefore recommended that the appointment of three faculty members to 
BAT be regularized to include one from the Committee on Administrative 
Matters as They Affect the Faculty, one from the Committee on Fiscal 
Planning and Budgeting, and one from the Committee on Appointment, 
Salary, and Promotion Policies. He also recommended that wider 
distribution of important documents and reports be made either through 
the Senate minutes or some other method so that the faculty has the 
opportunity to see this information. For example. Professor Kirsch 
said that Vice President French's recent presentation about the 
academic policy of the University was one of the best he has heard and 
he thought this report should be made available to the faculty. While 
the Budget Advisory Team has produced what he thought was a good 
report, which would be transmitted shortly to the President, Professor 
Kirsch said, as a Senate member, he did not regard the Budget Advisory 
Team procedure as taking the place of good, sound recommendations 
coming up from committees that represented the faculty and on to the 
Faculty Senate. If anything. Professor Kirsch said that if the Senate 
Committees could get the information about the same time the Budget 
Advisory Team receives it, then the Senate could do a more effective 
job of coming up with resolutions that specifically represented 
faculty viewpoints which ought to be through the Faculty Senate and 
not through the Budget Advisory Team. 

Professor Griffith, on behalf of the Executive Committee, asked 
the members of the Budget Advisory Team for their advice on how the 
Senate should deal with the report of the Team once it has been 
received by the Executive Committee, i.e., whether the report should 
be placed on the Senate's September agenda or whether a special 
meeting of the Senate should be called. Professor Tolchin replied 
that the report should be sent immediately to the Committee on Fiscal 
Planning and Budgeting for their input over the summer, as well as any 
other committees that the Executive Committee thought appropriate.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
MAY 5, 1989 

BY PROFESSOR WILLIAM B. GRIFFITH, CHAIRMAN 

I will report briefly on behalf of the outgoing Executive 
Committee and the incoming Executive Committee. The first item of 
significance to report on is a forthcoming consultation by the 
Executive Committee on a strategic plan being developed by the 
University administration for the Northern Virginia Campus. The plan 
is being prepared for submission to various bodies outside the 
University, such as the Education Commission of the State of Virginia, 
with a target date of July 1, 1989. Vice President French has asked 
the Executive Committee to meet to discuss this plan as it approaches 
final form, sometime after June 10, 1989. We will respond to that 
plan and the Executive Committee will report to the Senate in 
September as to our recommendations on that matter. 

The grievance in the Medical School is in hearing. Those 
hearings have been continued until May 25, 1989. In that regard, the 
Executive Committee has exercised its authority under the Facultv Code 
to appoint Professor Peter Vaill as an "alternate temporary member" of 
the Dispute Resolution Committee in order that he may continue as a 
member of the Hearing Committee presently hearing that grievance 
because his term on the Dispute Resolution Committee would have 
expired May 1, 1989. When the hearings are concluded in this case. 
Professor Vaill will then step down as a member of the Dispute 
Resolution Committee. 


To the best of my knowledge, there is no nonconcurrence pending 
at this time. 

A number of Annual Reports of Committees were received today. If 
you chair a committee which has not yet filed an Annual Report, I 
would urge you to try to do so as soon as possible. I also urge all 
of you who have been chairing a committee but will not be continuing 
to chair it to pass along the files to your successor chair. And if 
you are an incoming chair and the outgoing chair does not contact you 
I suggest that you contact him or her so you get some sort of 
carryover of the files. I think it is enormously important for the 
functioning of the committees that there be as much continuity as 
possible for the changing membership and the changing chairs. That is 
hard to achieve and I ask the cooperation of all members of the Senate 
m that respect.

Administ rative Matters as They Affect the Faculty 


The Committee conducted a follow-up survey to its 1988 survey into 
problems with procurement and supply. The response to this survey 
indicates that problems in this area have decreased. Further 
improvements in the procurement and supply system can be expected 
since an Executive Director of Procurement and Contracts has been 
appointed in the office of Business Affairs. 

In the matter of legal protection of faculty discharging their 
professional responsibilities, the Committee feels that the 
statement which appears on page 23 of the Faculty Handbook (revised 
1987) is adequate. It reads: 


Indemnification of University Employees 

it is the policy of the University to provide 
liability protection to faculty and staff who 
become involved in claims or suits arising 
from sanctioned University activities which 
fall within the scope of their employment. 

All documents or contacts relating to legal 
proceedings arising from the above-referenced 
activities should be referred immediately to 
the Office of the Vice President and Treasurer, 
to the attention of the Insurance and Legal 
Associate, in order that appropriate action may 
be taken to protect the interests of 
indemnified persons and the University. 


The Committee is currently engaged in conducting a survey about 
support sep/ices (other than procurement and supply) in an attempt 
to ascertain the adequacy and effectiveness of the support provided 
with respect to faculty productivity.

Meetings of the full committee were held on October 20, 1988 
and April 13, 1989. 

At the October meeting, Vice President Robert Chernak, V.P. 
for Student and Academic Support Services explained the rationale 
for combining the Women's and Men's Departments of Athletics 
under ones Director of Athletics and Recreation. Also discussed 
were views of the new administration toward athletics which 
included a commitment to both men's and women's sports as well as 
a commitment to field competitive teams at the Division I level 
in the Atlantic 10 Conference. 

At the May meeting, Professor Edward A. Caress, faculty 
representative to the NCAA, discussed the potential impact of 
Proposition 42 (GWU voted against it). Under Proposition 42, 
athletes classified as partial qualifiers (C average or 700 SAT 
score) can not receive any financial aid. Presently, under 
Propositon 48, such athletes can receive aid but not compete 
during their Freshman year while adjusting academically. 

Steve Bilsky, Director of Athletics and Recreation shared 
the future directions for athletics at GWU. Objectives include 
1) a commitment to women's sports 2 ) strengthening our 
participation in the Atlantic 10 and 3) expanding university 
community use of the Smith Center. Changes in varsity sport 
sponsorship (dropping men's wrestling, converting badminton to a 
club sposrt , and adding cross country) are part of an overall 
strategy to reallocate resources and streamline the organization. 

Finally, Vice President Chernak reported the elimination of 
the Wellness Center and the potential absorption of some of its 
services to the staff, faculty, and students by other units 
within the university.

Faculty Senate Committee on Libraries 
May 1989 


The Faculty Senate Committee on Libraries met on November 2 and December 
12, 1988. Minutes of those meetings reflect discussion/action on the following 
items: 

1. Consideration of a resolution encouraging faculty to consider earmarking their 
annual fund gifts for library acquisitions or to consider special additional gifts 
for library acquisitions. This resolution was discussed, passed unanimously by 
the committee, and subsequently passed (amended) by the full faculty Senate on 
January 13, 1989 (Senate Resolution 88/3). 

2. Discussion of the role, activities, development, and budget implications of the 
Washington Research Library Consortium. 

3. Consideration of replacement of the current University policy on copying 
copyrighted materials — modeled after the policy of the National Association of 
College Stores — with that endorsed by the American Library Association and the 
National Education Association. The committee agreed that the more permissive 
ALA/NEA policy is desireable. Librarian Rogers (ex officio) was encouraged to 
pursue the change through administrative channels but to return to the 
committee and thereby the Senate with any policy issues relevant to the faculty. 


4. Consideration of the status of pending Senate Resolution 87/11 which had not. 
received action. Vice President French (ex officio) was asked to call the matter 
to President Trachtenberg’s attention. President Trachtenberg subsequently 
communicated with the committee. And that correspondence was forwarded to 
the Executive Committee for their consideration.

Annual Report of the Faculty Senate Committee on Student Financial Aid 


The Faculty Senate Committee on Student Financial Aid met on December 5. 
1988, to receive an update on financial aid strategy for 1989-90 and to 
consider adjustments to the University's need-based aid packaging 
strategy.

A TRIBUTE TO PHILIP H. HIGHFILL, JR. 


After this academic year, Professor Philip H. Highfill, Jr. 
of the English Department joins the ranks of Professors Emeriti, 
having served in this University continuously since 1955. He has 
earned scholarly distinction in particular for his work as the 
co-author of a monumental work, A Biographical Dictionary of 
Actors, Actresses, Musicians, Dancers, Managers, and Other Stage 
Personnel in London. 1660-1800 . whose sixteenth and final volume 
he is in the process of finishing. In 1980, when only six 
volumes were done, the Biographical Dictionary was awarded the 
George Freedley Award of the Theatre Library Association. He has 
received a John Simon Guggenheim Fellowship and numerous NEH 
project grants. He was instrumental in convincing this 
University to be the first contributor and i nsti tut i onal member 
of the Folger Institute of Renaissance and Eighteenth-Century 
St ud i es . 

But Professor Highfill 's career at the George Washington 
University shows a happy example of superior academic scholarship 
combined with commitment and service to the institution. In the 
late years of the Cloyd Heck Marvin presidency, he was one of 
those who backed the idea of a faculty governance system, and he 
served six years as a senator, from 1962 to 1964 and from 1970 to 
1974. In 1962 to 1964 he chaired the Educational Policy 
Committee, and from 1970 to 1972 he served on the Executive 
Committee. He served for a long time as the English Department 's 
Director of Graduate Studies. While doing all of this, he has 
taught Shakespeare, the Eighteenth Century, the history of drama, 
and surveys of English literature. He will be missed- by the 
eng 1 i sh Department, the Columbian College, and the University.

A Tribute to James N. Mosel , Professor of Psychology, 
a Fotmer Member of the Senate Upon His Retirement 

Professor James Norman Mosel joined the Psychology Department 
in 1948, and has served this University exceptionally well during 
his long tenure. This service has included developing and 
directing the program in Industrial Psychology, a program that 
simply would not have existed without the major efforts of 
Professor Mosel. He has been an outstanding teacher, both at the 
undergraduate and graduate levels, providing encouragement and 
mentoring to two full generations of students. His research has 
been influential, and his service to the professional community has 
been both important and varied. And, of course, his overall 
service to the University through committee service has been 
extensive. He also served as Chairman of the Psychology Department 
for two separate terms of office.

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1988-89 Annual Report : Educational And Admissions Policies Committee 


The Conmittee met on five occasions and considered the matters outlined below. 

1 . Academic Calendar . Data pertaining to persistent problems were gathered 
and discussed. Almost all of the issues raised pertained to the fall 
semester. The Conmittee found no practical solutions because all calendar 
modifications would entail (a) beginning the fall series ter earlier, 

which presented difficulties in terms of sumner schedules and housekeeping; 
(b) ending the fall semester after the winter holidays, which is 
unacceptable to students; or (c) shortening the number of teaching days, 
which would be contrary to the policy instituted several years ago. 

2 . English Language Requirements for Admission of International Students . 

After extensive consultation and discussion, a resolution (88/6) was 
presented to the Faculty Senate and passed with one amendment at the 
February 27 meeting. 

3. Academic Dishonesty . In response to the Feb. 21 memo frcm Vice President 
French, the Committee discussed both the present policy and possible 
alternatives. The Committee felt that the responsibilities of faculty and 
students for making the present system more effective should be emphasized, 
and that efforts should be made to minimize the opportunities for 
academic dishonesty. The Cormittee unanimously opposed an honor system 

as an alternative, at least for the present. 

4. Consideration of Item #1 of the Report of the Special Cormittee on the 
Consolidation of SPIA . Ihe Cormittee expressed its opinion in a statement 
(prepared by a subcommittee composed of Professors C. Sten and C. Costigan) 
which was sent to the Executive Cormittee for consideration. 

5. Financial Support for Graduate Students. The report of Assistant Vice - 
President Coates to the Council of Deans (11/4/88) was distributed and 
discussed. In view of the fact that all concerned University constituencies, 
including another Senate Cormittee, are working toward the same goals, 

our Cormittee felt that further action would be redundant. 

6. Loudon Center. The Cormittee chair met with Vice President French and 
discussed the matter of faculty input in the planning of the academic 
corplex planned in Loudon County. The chair received assurances that 
the faculty concerned with the project would be amply represented in the 
planning process. 
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7 . Other Matters . Action was not deemed necessary on several other agenda 
items that came to the Conmittee's attention and were discussed, namely, 
NCAA Proposition 42, departmental requirements for B.A. and B.S. degrees, 
"academic clemency" as defined by the University of Maryland (to which 
the Conmittee was opposed) . A corrmunication concerning a recalculation 
of cumulative grade point averages in courses involving a grade of F was 
considered, but action was deferred until fall.
